REAR ADMIRAL CROWNINSHIELD 
ASKS RETIREMENT. 


Loss of Illinois as His Flagship 
moys tHe Officer, Who Feels He 
Would Be Humiliated by Having to 


Ten Year Old Cruiser Chicago—De- 
partment Removes Officer from Ac- 


tive List—Secretary Resigns. 


Washington, D. March 3.—[Special.}— 
Indignant because his flagship, the Illinois, 
one of the most modern war vessels in the 
world, was taken away from him and the 
ten year old cruiser, the Chicago, given him 
instead, Rear Admiral] Arent Schuyler Crown- 
inshield has asked to be placed on the retired 
list of the navy. 

What he considered the humiliation of 
appearing at European ports on an inferior 
vessel, as head of the European squadron. 
was too much for the rear admiral, and his 
request that he be retired followed. The 
retirement, however, will leave Crowinshield 
in receipt of $5,625 a year, the pay authorized 
on the retired list in the grade in which he 
will be classed. 

The navy department at the same time re- 
ceived a communication from Lieut. Henry 
H. Ward, neval secretary to Rear Admiral 
Crowninshield resigning his commission in 
the navy. 

Relieved from Active Duty. 

Prompt action was taken by Secretary 
Moody in regard to the case of Rear Admiral 
\Crowninshield, and jt was decided to relieve 
him from active duty at once, in order that 
he might come home or visit European capi- 
tals, whichever should be his desire. His 
application for retirement undoubtedly will 
be granted. 

Rear Admiral Charles C. Cotton, com- 
mandant of the navy yard at Norfolk, Va., 
was assigned to the command of the Eu- 
ropean squadron, and will relinquish his pres- 
ent duty at once and start for Europe as soon 
as he can arrange his official and private af- 
fairs. 

The European squadron is composed of the 

cruiser Chicago (flagship), the protected 
cruisers Albany and Cincinnati, the cruiser 
Raleigh, and the gunboat Machias. 
_ The navy department contented itself at 
first with the brief statement of the rear ad- 
miral’s application for retirement without 
explanation of the reason therefor. It is’ 
known, however, that the officer was dissat- 
isfied with the rearrangement of the armored 
squadrons following the Caribbean maneu- 
vers last winter, which deprived him of the 
further use of the Illinois as a flagship. 


| Reason for Loss of Ship. 
The circumstanced under which Crown- 
inshield came to be deprived of this ship, 
one of the latest and most formidable in 
this or any other navy, were entirely imper- 
sonal. The general board, of Which Admiral 
Dewey is head, had decided: upon the crea- 
tion of a magnificent squadron of ironclads 
of the first type to constitute the “ home 
squadron guarding the Atlantic and gulf 
coasts, as the famous British “ channels 
squadron ’”’ forms a wall of defense in that 
country. It was necessary, in the judgment 
of the board, in order to make this fleet of the 


view, to include the Illinois. Moreover, such 
battleships are neither effective nor econom!- 
Bees as criisess, and the Ilincis was doing 
that sort of duty in'Burope. 

So, carrying out its general policy and with- 
out regard to personal feelings, the navy de- 
partment assigned Rear Admiral Crownin- 
shield to command the Chicago and kept the 
Illinois on the North Atlantic station. The 
Chicago, while a serviceable crulser and a 
fine vessel of ten years ago, is nothing like 
as imposing from a naval point of view as 
the Illinois, and Rear Admiral Crowninshield 
did not care to go back to the Mediterranean 
and to the ports of northern Europe, where 
his flag had floated over the battleship, inan 
inferior craft; so he protested. That protest 
was made during the maneuvers, and it was 
given due consideration, but the original 
plan held. 

Retires at an Advanced Grade. 
Rear Admiral Crowninshield retires under 
that section of the personnel act which per- 
mits him to do so at an advanced grade in 
consideration of at least forty years of cred- 
‘itable service. He is now No. 20 on the list 
of rear admirals, and is thus in the junior 
grade, so his retirement will place him in 
the first grade, where his retired pay will be 
$5,625 per annum, or $1,500 more than he 
would receive were he retired in his present 
grade. 

Rear Admiral Crowninshield’s retirement 
in the ordinary course will promote Capts. 
Cook and Harrington to be rear admirals. - 
Capt. Cook, however, is in a deplorable state 
of health and is now at Nauheim, Germany,

ORDER OF COURT 
STAYS A STRIKE. 


» Railroad Gets 
from Federal Judge | 
Louis 


P, H, Morrissey, Leader of Train 
men, Says Union Will Bow 
to Decree and Make 
a Legal Fight. 


St. Louis, Mo., March 8,—[Speciah ]—While 
negotiations were pending this afternoon Dbe- 
tween President Ramsey of the Wabash rail- 
road company and the union firemen and 
trainmen, Judge Adams of the United States 
District court issued an Injunction against 
the officials of the Brotherhood of Raiisoad 
Trainmen amd the Brotherhood of Locome- 
tive Firemen which effectually put an end 
to the immediate prospects of a walkout 

The injunction was one of the most sweep- 
ing documents ever issued in a labor trouble 
It not only prohibits the labor leaders from 
interfering with the operations of the Wa- 
bash railroad, but it declares that they must 
not even issue a strike order or urge any 
employé to leave his post withdut Ineurring 
the displeasure of the court. 

It was made operative on every man who 
holds a position of any authority in the two 
brotherhoods, and apparently leaves them 
without redress save in the courts, This 
they have decided to adopt. 


Will Get Legal Advice. 


The committee met this evening to taik 
over the situation, which, they said, was en- 


mined to make no move until they have con- 
sulted with counsel tomorrow morning.

SESSION’S WORK. 
Takes a Recess at 2 A. M., but 

Meeting Today Will Be 

Purely Formal. 


TILLMAN WINS A FIGHT. 


Threatens to Block Important 
Bills and Secures Payment: 
of State’s Claim.

Washington, D. C., March 4, 8 a. m.—[Spe- 
cial.j—-The senate, after a stormy session, 
practically continuous from 11 o'clock yester- 
day morning, completed all the most impor- 
tant work before it, and at 2a. m. took a re- 
cess to 10 o’clock this morning. 

The big appropriation bills were passed and, 
except for the treaties for which an extra 
session of the senate has been called, all 
the work planned for it is completed. | 

Attempts at filibustering by Senators Till- 
man and Quay marked the late hours of the 
night, and at one time the South Carolina 
man threatened to block all legislation and 
compel an extra session of congress. 


Tillman Blocks the Work. 

When he learned that the state claims of 
South Carolina had been cut out of the gen- 
eral deficiency bill Senator Tillman became 
indignant. That bill and the neval appropri- 
ation bill were both to be acted upon, and the 
threat of a continuous speech made the hope 
of further legislation useless. 

The senator had a stack of books beside his 
desk almost as high as the desk, while on the 
desk was a volume of .Byron’s poems, open 
at “The Vision of Judgment.” 

“Tt is a just claim and must goin,” he said, 
“or I will defeat both the ning dDilbs and 
force an extra session of houses of con- 
gress. I can talk until] 12 o’clock tomorrow, 
and that is all that is necessary for the 
accomplishment of my purpose.” 


Wins Claim for His State. 

Another conference was held, the South 

Carolina item restored, and the senator 
ceased his speech.

Wants Officers Protected. 

Mr. Platt of Connecticut interrupted with 
the statement that, while he recognized the 
right and duty of the government to protect 
every citizen, there was an additional duty 
on the part of the government to protect its 
officers, that being protection of the govern- 

Mr. Hoar contended that the bill does not 
punish a crime against the official more than 
the governmem punishes crime against 
the citizen. 

At 1 o’clock the unfinished business—the 
Aldrich bill—was laid before the senate. Mr. 
Hoar immediately made the point that the 
unfinished business did not take precedence 
over a conference report. | 

Mr. Aldrich asked that his financial bill 
temporarily be laid aside. To this Mr. Teller 
objected, whereupon Mr. Hoar moved that 
the conference report be further considered. 
After Mr. Teller had predicted the defeat of 
the bill Mr. Hoar withdrew his motion. 


Aldrich Admits His Defeat. , 

Replying to a question by Mr. Teller, Mr. 
Aldrich said it was not his purpose to keep

Authority to Postpone Action 


Vested Only in Delegates 
- to.Be Elected. 


“We want to elect a republican mayor, 
‘and nothing we can do to bring about that 
result should be left undone.”’

The only question, 
jt Was asserted, was one of policy—would it 
Ge a good thing to mix the judicial with 
the city campaign? Since both parties have 
decide@d-to put up: straight partisan judicial 
tickets some of the politicians thought mix- 
ing the two campaigns coulé make no par- 
ticular difference. 
_ “ For one,"’ said Judge Hanecy, ‘‘ I rather 
like a fight, and it is immaterial to me 
whether the convention is put off or not. 
i do not know who the people are that want 
it postponed or what reasons they have.” 


Will Work for the Nominee. 

The committee then turned its aitention

ACTION BY DEMOCRATS. 


Committee Adopts Resolutions on 
Appropriations, Blaming 
It to Politics.

It 
adopted a resolution which went to Sheriff 
Barrett at West Baden as the first dove of 
peace since the fall campaign. It bore Mayor 
Harrison's stamp of approval. 


Resolution of County Board. | 


The resolution was as follows: . 

* Resolved, That the members of the demo- 
cratic central committee of.Cook county, not 
alone as members of the democratic party 
but as citizens of Cook county, do protest 
against the unwarranted and wrongful ex- 
ercise of the power of the majority of the 
county board in appropriating for the man- 
agement of the office of sheriff for the year 
1003 a sum which is obviously inadequate, 
and which, by reason of the increase in ap- 
propriations for the year 1903 for a number 
of other offices, must have been prompted 
not by a desire to economize but by the desire 
of the republican majority of the county 
board to play politics and cripple, if possi- 
ble, the democratic sheriff in the administra- 
tion of his office according to law.’’

Forest trees and a thick 
underbrush cover these dunes almost unin- 
terruptedly for the*next ten miles. Through 
this country the course of the channel is 
better preserved, but the rotting of the piles 
and coping here and there attest the steady 
progress of decay. | | 

In striking accentuation of the antiquity 
of the $199,000 relic are the modern drainage 
channel to the right and a railway to the 
left on which freight trains rush back and 
forth carrying the commodities that went 
by barge a generation ago.

Now there is no com- 
merce. Our stone, which once filled the 
barges of the Illinois and Michigan canal, 
now goes by railway or the drainage channel.

MAN AN AUTOMATIC MACHINE? 


CHICAGO PROFESSORS ASK. 


Theory of Shock to Cell Life | ay Have 


Results on the Lives tormen, 
Factory Employes, Etc. 
| | 
Is man a mechanical and automatic ma- 
chine, whose length of life is affected by 


constant or intermittent vibration? This is 
a question which experimental physiologists 
at the University of Chicago have set for 
themselves to answer. 

“ As a result of our work,” declare Prof. 
A. P. Mathews and B. R. Whitcher in the 
last issue of the American Journal of Physi- 
ology, ““ we have become convinced of the 
probable truth of Meltzer’s opinion concern- 
ing the importance of mechanical shock in 
the life history of the body and other cells.” 

Following this assertion, Prof. Mathews 
raises the question as to how constant sub- 
mission to shock by motormen, street car 
conductors, and factory employés may affect 
the length of their lives. | 

“The question thus raised is of considera- 
ble practical importance,” writes Prof. 
Mathews. “ For example, what effect has 
the constant vibration of the floers of mills 
on the length of life, the vital resistance, and 
physiological functions of mill operatives? 
How far will mechanical jarring account for 
the digestive and vaso-motor disturbances 
many suffer in railway travel? Are the mo- 
tormen or conductors of street railways influ- 
enced by the violent shocks to which they 
are constantly subjected?”

Finding every door and window provided 
with electric burglar alarms, thieves en-

Emergency Clause Stricken 
from Salary Increase Bill 
Now in House. 


EFFORT TO KILL IT FAILS 


Senate Considers Change in Tor- 
rens Measure Presented by 
Senator Juul 


Springfield, Ill., March 3.—The house this 


‘morning considered Arnold's bill increas- 
ing the salaries of the judges of the Circuit | 


court outside of Cook county from $3,500 
to $5,000 perannum. The bill was attacked 
first by Mr. AHen [rep.], who moved to 
strike out the emergency clause. On a 
viva voce vote this motion was declared 
carried. The effect of striking out the 
emergency clause is virtually to make the 
bill inoperative unless the clause be restored 
for the reason that without ft the bill will 
not become effective until after the judicial 
election in June. 

Mr. Wilson [dem.] moved to strike out 
the enacting clause of the bill and Mr. 
Trautmann [rep.] moved to lay this motion 
on the table. Quite a debate followed and 
on a roll call Mr. Trautmann’s motion pre- 
vailed, yeas 72, nays 38. The bill was then 
advanced to third reading. 

Mr. McRoberts’ bill authorizing the judges 
of county courts to appoint shorthand re- 
porters was amended so as to exempt Cook 
county from its operation. It was then ad- 
vanced to third reading. . 

Mr. Murray’s bill to regulate the taking of 
contingent fees by attorneys was advanced 
to third reading after being slightly amended. 

Mr. Backus’ bill relating to the licensing 
of barbers and barber shops was the subject 
of an extended discussion. Mr. Schiagen- 
hauf moved to strike out the enacting clause. 
The motion was lost. 

Mr. McClenathan offered an amendment 
providing that ‘“‘ this act shall not apply to 
lady barbers.”” The amendment was not en- 
tertained by the speaker. The bill was 
ordered to third reading and the house ad- 
journed. A moment later, however, Speaker 
Miller announced that he had been Informed 
that a number of members had amendments 
to the bill which they desired to offer, and 
with the absence of objections he would have 
the bill remain on the order of second read- 
ing and placed on the calendar under the 
head of unfinished business. | 


Offers Torrens Amendment. 


In the senate when the order of bills on 
third reading was reached, Senator Juul 
asked that the bill requiring executors and 
administrators of estates in Cook county to 
register the same under the Torrens land law 
be recalled to the order of second reading 
for the purpose of offering the following 
amendment, which was requested by the 
Torrens land committee of the Real Estate 
board of Chicago: 

** Provided, however, that the court, efther 
within or without this state, appointing such 
executor or administrator, upon any suffi- 
cient suggestions, whereby it shall appear 
that such application for registration may 
not be in the best interests of the heirs, de- 
visees, beneficiaries, or creditors, may by an 
order entered of record, excuse such applica- 
tion for registration as to the whole or any 
part of the land.”’ 

Explains Purpose of Change. 

Senator Juul said that he made this motion 
to recall at the request of those who are most 
interested in the bill, and that it was offered 
for the purpose of curing the defects, if any 
defects there are, in the original bill. 


Goes Back to Committee. 


He further stated that personally he 
would prefer to have the bill voted upon 
without any further amendments. After the 
bill had been recalled to second reading Sen- 
ator Berry made a motion that it be sent 
back to the committee on judicial depart- 
ment and practice for the purpose of being 
amended still further in order that it might 
not work a hardship upon the state outside 
of Cook county. His motion prevailed and 
the bill was sent back to the committee on 
judicial department and practice. 

The house bill appropriating $5,000 for the 
sufferers in north Sweden and Finland was 
read a third time and passed. | 


Joint Session on Boys’ Home. 

A joint meeting of the house and senate 
appropriations committees was held in the 
senate chamber in the afternoon for the pur- 
pose of oe the trustees of the St. 
Charles Home for Boys in support of their 
request for an appropriation of $785,000. 
Judge R. 8. Tuthill of Chicago made the prin- 
cipal talk. Others who spoke in favor of the 
appropriation were Trustees T. D. Hurley, 
J. 8S. Brown, and Henry E. Weaver, and 
Judge O. N. Carter. 

New Bills in House. 
Bills were introduced in the house as fol-

The roads over which Mr. | Bird will have 
jurisdiction are the Wabash and its eastern 
connections (the Wheeling and Lake Erie, 
the Ann Arbor; the Western Maryland, anda 
few small roads in the vicinity of Pittsburg), 
the Missouri Pacific, the Iron Mountain and 
Southern, the International and Great North- 
ern, the Texas and Pacific, the Denver and 
Rio Grande, the Rio Grande Western, the 
Rio Grande Southern, and the St. Louis 
Southwestern. The total mileage of these 
roads is in the neighborhood of 18,000. 


Headquarters Probably Here. 

It has not been decided where Mr. Bird will 
make his headquarters, but\it probably will 
be Chicago, as the headquarters of Traffic 
Directors Stubbs and Miller, as well as those 
of the chief traffic officials of the Santa Fé 
and Rock Island systems are in this city 
and frequent conferences between those offi- 
clais are necessary to insure the strict main- 
tenance of rates. This is the principal ob- 
ject of placing traffic directors in charge of 
the traffic affairs of the prineipal western 
railroad systems, as they prevent the traf- 
fic officials of the individual roads from med- 
dling with the rates without the sanction of 
their superiors. Thus traffic directors will 
practically be a commission to control the 
traffic of the various western systems. 


Is a Traffic Authority. 

Mr. Bird is one of the leading traffic offi- 
cials in the west, and there are few who 
have had greater experience or are more 
thoroughly posted in traffic matters than he. 
He came to Chicago in 1883 as general freight 
agent of the Milwaukee and Bt. Paul. In 
1889 he was promoted to freight traffic man- 
ager and in 1895 was made general traffic 
manager. In December, 1899, he was elect- 
ed third vice president in charge of traffic. 
Prior to taking service with the Milwaukee 
and St. Paul Mr. Bird made a'splendid rec- 
ord as general freight agent/of the Wabash, 
with which he was connected for many years. 
He was born March 4, 1843, at Pittsfield, I11., 
and entered railway service in 1865 as truck- 
man and station baggage smasher. He 
served in the army during the rebellion and 
came out as.a colonel. bled 

It is considered certain that J. H. Hiland, 
who is now general traffic manager of the 
Milwaukee and St. Paul, will succeed Mr. 
Bird as third vice president. |

TO LAKE FRONT.

will Have Revived Ordtuance Turn- 
ing Over to South Side Commission- 
ers the Ground North of the Art In- 
stitute—Favors One Board for All 
Chicago Until Municipality Is Able 
to Manage the Grounds—Bills Now

Mayor Harrison yesterday promised Henry 
G. Foreman of the south park board to take 
action which, it is hoped, will tend matertal- 
ly to aid the movement toward an ultimate 
consolidation of the park systems of the city. 
To this end the mayor will ask the city coun- 
cil ‘to agree to relinquish the municipal titls 
to that portion of the lake front lying be- 
tween the Art institute and Randolph street, 
and to surrender this strip to the south park 
commissioners to be utilized as a part of 
Grant: park. | 

An ordinance to this purpose was buried 
weeks ago, but the mayor will have the meas- 
ure revived and seek to secure its immediate 
passage, the sole new provision being that if 
the city should desire to make use of the 
land for municipal purposes in the future 
the park board will give its consent. In dis- 
cussing the matter the mayor proposed a 
further step. 

“I believe,’’ said he, ‘‘ that all the small 
parks now held by the city should be turned 
over to the park boards controlling in the 
various divisions in which the plots are lo- 
cated. I should like to see the day when the 
city will control all parks and when their 
management will be made a part of the 
municipal government, Until that day does 
come it is best for the park boards to control 
all park land, however small the plots 
may be." 

The smal! parks now held by the city and 
which the mayor urges should be turned over 
to park boards include the plots known as 
Ellis, Douglas monument, Aldine square, 
Washington square, Green Bay, Oak park, 
Lakewood park, Kedzie park, Bickerdike 
square, Congress, Irving, Jefferson and Gross 
parks, De Kalb square, Norwood, Dauphin,

A Composer’s Concert. if 

It was an evening of no inconsiderable mu- 
sical interést an attentive and appreciative 
audience had offered it last night at Music 
hall by Frederick A. Stock, the assistant 
conductor of the Chicago orchestra. The 
program contained only compositions by 
Mr. Stock, the numbers consisting of a 
quartet and two movements of a quintet 
for strings, six songs for soprano, and a 
romantic scene for cello. The list, it will 
be seen, was sufficiently varied to afford 
good opportunity for judging of the young 
composer's abilities, and the statement can 
with all sincerity be made that the evening 
left no doubt in the minds of the hearer as 
to the existence of such abilities. 

While there was a suggestion of same- 
ness about the music before the concert 
was at an end—the sameness that is almost 
inevitable when the works of any one com- 
poser are listened to for two hours—the fact 
that Mr. Stock has talents for composition 
tand talents of'no mean order was clearly 
brought home to those who heard. That 
he will yet do better work than he offered 
last evening is confidently belleved—that he 
will come to look with a sort of tenderness 
not unmixed with amusement on some of 
the numbers performed is not entirely im- 
possibl ut that those who listened last 
evening will watch him and his future de- 
velopment with interest is certain. : 


The chief fault found in Mr. Stock’s work 
oy present is the fault frequently met with 
the compositions of youth—he endeavors 
to put too much into all he writes. The 
result is not only undue length but a crowd- 
ing of ideas and restlessness that robs 
both the work and the listener of the sense 
of repose essential to an art work and its 
enjoyment. There is too often evident a 
striving and seeking that betray the labor 
the creation has cost. The ease and fluency 
of expression which, while they usually are 
the product of a long process of rewriting 
and polishing, always suggest definiteness. 
of idea and consciousness of purpose on the 
composer's part, are wanting at times in 
Mr. Stock’s music. They are present in 
certain places and then satisfaction and 
pleasure to the hearer are the result. But 
no sooner does the tonal stream begin to 
flow smoothly, naturally, and clearly than 
the composer bethinks himself of the ne- 
cessity of ‘doing something,’’ and he 
hastens to stir the contentedly moving cur- 

rent to its depths: There is then a vas 
amount of trouble for all concerned—music, 
composer, performer, and listener, and hap- 
piness returns only when Mr. Stock gets 
back into his more natural bent and writes 


as his inspiration and not his acquired learn-, 


ing prompts. | 

That he can write a melody that has beau- 
ty, nobility, and breadth he demonstrated 
clearly repeatedly last evening—the first 
theme of the ‘cello number, the trio of the 
scherzo in the quartet, and certain phrases in 
the songs are pleasantly recalled—and that 
he can harmonize that melody richly and 
effectively was algo shown; but he seems 
afraid to trust himself and dashes off into 
dissonances that in themselves are far from 
lovely, and which are delayed so long from 
resolution that the hearer grows restless 
if not positively irritated. Pied 

If Mr. Stock will now strive to see how nat- 
urally, clearly, and—yes, simply, he can write, 
seeking beauty of harmonic progression in- 
stead of unusualness, endeavoring to write 
no counterpoint that dées not mean some- 
thing and does not have fluency, and, listen- 
ing more to his inspiration and less to his rea- 
son, it ts confidently believed he will produce 
works of beauty and possibly of enduring 
worth. The talent Is his, what it needs is to 
be guarded from artificiality. 

The quartet was played with a good degree 
of finish by the composer and Mesers. 
Becker, Kuehn, and Brueckner, Mr. Dasch 
joining them in the two movements from the 
quintet. Mr. Steindel was heard in the ro- 
mantic scene for ‘cello, lending all the charm 
of his beautiful tone and technical suprem- 
acy to the performance. The composition 
has many attractive moments, and these 
knew full revealment at the player's hands. 
Miss Jenny Osborn sang the six songs, three 
of which were with German text and three 
with English. They are intensely difficult, 
the limitations and needs of ‘the human voice 
being but slightly considered by the com- 
poser, but Miss Osborn’s vocal equipment 
is of a completeness and thoroughness that 
made the task of performance possible, and 
the songs as given by her became not only 
interesting but effective. The best of them 
was a setting of *‘ Longing,”’ by Tennyson. 


The trustees of the Chicago Orchestral 
association held a meeting yesterday, and 
while nothing of importance was done save 
to discuss plans and means for the raising of 
the sum needed for the new building, the re- 
port on the amount received from the call 
for public subscriptions was interesting. In 
the three days since Friday, when the cali 
was issued, over $10,000 has been received. 
The subscriptions range in amount from §2 
upward. The public, at least, seem to want 
the orchestra.

CALL OUT MILITIA IN STRIKE. 


Governor of Colorado Sends 500 Men to 
Colorado City, Although There Has 
rt Been No Violence. 


Denver, Colo., March 3.—At the request of 
Sheriff Gilbert of El Paso county and the 
United States Reduction company, operat- 
ing at Colorado City, Gov. Peabody at noon 
today called out the state troops to proceed 
to Colorado City and protect the reduction 
company’s plant from strikers. About 500 
men inall weresent. No serious disturbance 
has occurred since the strike began, two 
weeks ago. Secretarx W. D. Hayward of 
the Western Federation of Miners said: 
“There was positively no reason for the 
action of Gov. Peabody. There has been not 
even an act of violence; at most, a few petty 
quarrels. Gov. Peabody is but carrying out 
the plan determined upon in advance, which 
has for its end the destruction of the mill 
workers and smelter men’s unions.”’

‘pay none now. They contend that it will 
‘be unprofitable for them to accept govern- 
ment deposits, even when allowed to use 
other than government bonds as security, 
if they are required to pay 1% per cent 
‘Imterest. Senator Aldrich introduced his 
bill a little over four weeks ago, but not 
until there appeared to be a prospect of 
its passage did the banks make the discov- 
ery that the interest requirement was ob- 
‘jJectionable. They may have hoped that it 
‘would be stricken out of the bill, and that 
the volume of government deposits would 
be increased and would return a large profit 
tothe banks. The interest requirement has 
seemed so ¢fair to business men that they 
would have protested if the bill had been 
amended.

COMMISSIONERS AND JUDGES. 

The constitution says the number of dep- 
uties and assistants of Cook county offi- 
cers—of whom the sheriff is one—shall be 
determined by the judges of the Circuit 
court, but that their compensation shall be 
determined by the county board. The board 
in its budget has given the sheriff a smaller 
number of employés than the judges al- 
lowed him. It did not do that because he 
ie a democrat, but because the work of his 
office has fallen off and he does not really 
need all the men the judges.have given 
him. In view of the clear language of the 
constitution it-would have been better if 
the board had laid the matter before the 
judges, had explained to them that too 
many men had been allowed, and had asked 
them to reconsider their action. 

On the other hand it would have been 
better if the judges before determining the 
number of deputies.and assistants had 
given the board, which has to provide for 
the payment of their salaries, an oppor- 
tunity to be heard and to explain the finan- 
cial condition of the county and the need 
of economy. The judges may not heve 
known then, though they must know now, 
that the county has been living beyond its 
income for several years. That is a state 
of affairs which must not be permitted to 
continue. 

commissioners should respect the 
prerogatives of the judges of the circuit 
eourt.. They in turn should be mindful of 
the fact that the commissioners hold the 
purse strings. They fix the salaries of dep- 

_uties apd assistants. Furthermore, they 
have to provide not only for the mainte

THE FINGER PRINT SYSTEM. 

Josiah Flynt, the well known student of 
sociology and criminology, has recently vis- 
ited Scotland Yard for the study of police 
methods in London. He reports his observa- 
tions in the March number of the North 
American Review and in the course of the 
article brings out a point which may not 
be generally known. It is that in the Eng- 
lish police methods the Bertillon system of 
measuring criminals as a means of identifi- 
cation has been discarded in favor of Sager 
prints. 

The finger print system was introduced 
by the home office at the instance of the 
assistant commissioner of police, who had 
. made careful experiments with it while serv- 
ing in the police administration of India and 
who became satisfied by the results of the 
experiments that it was greatly superior to 
as well as simpler than the Bertillon sys- 
tem. The commissioner assigns several 


fective means of establishing identity. It 
only needs a piece of tin and some printers’ 
ink, whereas the instruments used in the 
Bertillon system are costly and likely to get 
out of order. Measurers by the latter sys- 
tem must be trained experts, but anyone 
after a half hour’s practice can take finger 
prints. If Bertillon measurements are 
taken inaccurately or are read or transcribed 
incorrectly no change can be made, but in 
taking finger prints there can be no error 
made. Again, a margin has to be allowed 
in the Bertillon system for “ the personal 
equation error” of operators, but no such 
allowance is needed in the other system. 
Lastly, in the Bertillon system search for a 
certain record has to be made “ according 
to the somewhat complicated limits and 
subsidiary limits of a figured ‘ key,’ the de- 
tails of which even practiced searchers could 
not be trusted to commit to memory, where- 
as in the other system no key is required. 
The classifications are simple and the search 
an easy one. 

Mr. Flynt illustrates the rapidity and ease 
with which the search is made by his own 
case, two sets of impressions of his fingers 
having been taken, one of them located in 
the general file, and identified by the oper- 
ator having the duplicate in less than two 
minutes. As to the possibilities of confus- 
ing resemblances, Sir Francis Galton, the 
scientist, declares that “ not one finger im- 

pression out of 64,000,000,000 is likely to 
resemble the other.” From all this it ap- 
pears that the finger printisystem has every- 
thing in its favor—inexpensiveness, sim- 
plicity of operation, absolute freedom from

THE GAMBLING MANIA. 

It seems to be conceded generally by 
those who are in a position to know that 
the gambling mania in its various forms 
prevails to a serious extent in thie city, 
not only among the fast set but among the 
employés of business houses. This.is the 
really alarming feature of the situation. 
Sons of wealthy parents, fast young fel- 
lows, giddy girls, and reckless women may 
gamble at the gaming table, at the race- 
track, or in the poolroom or bucket shop, 
but as a rule they only injure themselvés. 
They usually gamble from love of excite- 
ment. But when the employés of busi- 
ness houses, clerks, bookkeepers, managers, 
or agents, having confidentia! relations with 
the house in eome cases, gamble because of 


harm others as well as themselves. They 
have no intention at the outset of being 
dishonest. It is the desire to make a large 
out of the small amount on hand that 
uces the first step. Nine times out of 
ten the next etage is debt. Then comes 
embezzlement to get even and try again, 
with the intention, of course, of returning 
the amount, but in most cases the victim 
only gets in deeper and deeper, and the 
last stage is ruin. 

The matter has become so serious at last 
that it has engaged the serious attention 
of business employers and guaranty com- 
panies. The secretary of one of the larg- 

guaranty companies says “the risks 
et es companies run are great and the 
number of losses grows more frequent. 
We have been unable to form a satisfac 
tory estimate of the actua! number of short- 
ages due to gambling, but they are un- 
doubtedly numerous.” It is a difficult,mat- 
ter to deal with, for there are many ways 
of gambling without going to a gambling 
house, or a racetrack, or poolroom, but: 
perhaps employers could protect themselves 
to a certain extent if they would give no- 


tice that any employé known to engage 
in gambling of any description will be dis- ' 


charged at once. Most employés would 


hesitate a long time when they had to de- 
cide between the excitement of gambling 
or bookmaking and the loss of their business 
positions.

kingdom of Prussia and of the German em- 
pire, the initiating power in everything that 
is undertaken, that it would be impossible 
for the emperor to take that absolute rest 
which his consort and physicians demand 
unless some one takes his place as regent. 
The only one qualified for the post by the 
law of the kingdom and the constitution of 
the empire is the young crown prince, who, as 
I have often pointed out in these letters, is, 
thanky to the magnificent education which 
he has received from his father, mature 
far beyond his years.

It speaks volumes, however, for the em- 
peror that this possibility of his taking a 
few weeks’ absolute rest is creating a pro- 
found sensation, not unmixed with uneasi- 
ness, in administrative and political circles 
in’ Germany. He has come to be looked 
upon to such a degree as the mainspring of 
the entire administrative machinery and as 
the initiator of every phase of activity of 
German life that his subjects do not quite 
s¢e how they will be able to get along with- 
out him even for a brief period.
